POWs free; troop pullout continues 


CLARK AIR BASE. Philippines (UPI) — The last 32 
American prisoners of war held bv the Viet Cong flew to 
freedom today, the first phase o f a three-day operation 
to clear Indochina prisons of all U.S. POWs. 
The returning men — 27 military men and five 
civilians — appeared healthy, stood ramrod straight and 
were led by an Army colonel who rejoiced at regaining 
“man’s most precious possession, next to life itself. .. 
freedom.” 
Four more Air Force hospital jets will fly to Hanoi 
Wednesday and Thursday to pick up 117 other prisoners, 
including one Canadian, who will be freed by the North 
Vietnamese and the Communist Pathet Lao. 
All U.S. POWs are scheduled to be released by 


Thursday — a day later than specified in the cease-fire 
agreement. 
As soon as word arrived that the 32 men were freed in 
Hanoi, the United States resumed troop withdrawal from 
South Vietnam. The troop withdrawal 
had been 
suspended while the question of the prisoners was 
debated. The withdrawal also was scheduled for 
completion Thursday. 


Army Col. Benjamin Harrison Purcell, 45, the highest 
ranking Army prisoner taken during the war, stepped 
from tne ambulance plane today and told a welcoming 
crowd of 300 in a firm voice: 
“Man’s most precious possession, second only to life 


itself, is freedom. Today, 32 of us have regained our 
freedom and the chance to start again our life.” 
Purcell, who has a son at West Point, added, “We 
rejoice at this opportunity to rejoin our families, to find 
our place in the great American society and hopefully 
find the happiness of mankind.” 
Purcell is from Columbus, Ga. After his remarks, the 
rest of the POWs stepped smartly off the plane in a light 
rain, saluted the flag and walked quickly to a waiting 
ambulance bus. 
All the men appeared in excellent physical condition, 
although slightly pale. A scar on tne right cheek of 
Marine Sgt. Jose j . Anzaldua Jr., 22, of Refugio, Tex. 
was the only indication of any physical impairment. 


A blonde teen-age girl broke from the crowd to present 
Air Force Capt. William J. Henderson, 25, of Milwaukee. 
Wis., a small American flag and a single long-stemmed 
rose. The girl, Anne Ritzman. 13. whose father is based 
at Clark, said she ran to Henderson “cause I wanted U, 
cause they deserve it.” Henderson hugged the girl. 
The five civilians released today looked as healthy as 
the military POWs. All were captured in Hue during the 
1968 Tet offensive. 


A group of about 35 spectators, who came from 
Hawaii, cnanted “Aloha” as three POWs from Hawaii 
disembarked. The trio, civilian Charles Edward Willis, 
Army Spec. 5 Tom Y. Kabashigawa and Army Spec. 5 
Thomas T. Horio, smiled broadly at the “Alohas.”

Teachers 
cannot enter 
into pacts

A state Court of Appeals ruling in 
Los Angeles Monday appears to end 
for the time being a three-year drive 
by California teacher organizations 
for binding labor contracts. 


The 
court, 
according 
to 
information out of Los Angeles 
today, stipulates that California 
teachers cannot enter into any 
“binding, 
written 
contracts 
or 
agreements,” with school boards. 
The ruling dealt specifically with 
a series of situations in the Los 
Angeles 
School 
District 
that 
developed in 1970, but the effect of 
the 
ruling 
was 
believed 
also 
pertinent to other districts including 
Lompoc’s. 
Lompoc Education Association 
fielded an abortive drive for a 
master 
contract 
or 
as 
most 
educators call it, a comprehensive 
agreement beginning in April of 
1970. 
LEA 
and 
representatives 
of 
Lompoc Unified School District are 
currently 
in 
negotiations 
for 
salaries 
and 
other 
education 
considerations, 
but 
the 
total 
p a ck a g e 
is 
not 
c a lle d 
a 
comprehensive agreement and the 
district staff at least doesn’t call the 
effort “negotiations.” 
It has been the opinion of Alice 
Milligan, assistant superintendent 
and chief negotiator for Supt. Glen 
Wegner that a school board cannot 
delegate 
to others the powers 
conferred on it by the legislature. 
School boards are bound by the 
Winton Act to “meet and confer,” 
but they reserve to themselves the 
power to make final decisions in 
most matters. Mrs. Milligan today 
said it has been the practice in 
Lompoc to seek teacher input on 
various questions, but to make the 
final decisions. 
The court ruling also dug into the 
question of the teachers’ right to 
strike, emphasizing the belief that 
teachers 
do 
not , have 
the 
constitutional right to strike. 
About two weeks , ago, Lompoc 
Unified School District revised its 
traditional teacher contracts to 
include the pledge not to strike. 
There has never been a viable 
effort by teachers in Lompoc Valley 
to strike or to cast the gauntlet down 
in 
a 
maneuver 
calculated 
to 
precipitate strike talk. 


“Our immediate concern is mak­ 
ing ourselves felt right now. Next 
week we’ll chose officers contact 
FIT in LA, and really sit down and

substituting for Mrs. Beverly Smith, 
who called for a meeting last week 
to determine if Lompoc citizens 
wanted to support tne growing 
national meat boycott.

The rational is markets “will 
recognize 
the

consumer (by the drop in meat 
sales) ... in turn they will be forced 
to order less (meat), with the effect 
ultimately 
getting 
back to the 
source of supply — the cattlemen, 
the speculators, notes a FIT flier. 


Mrs. Grimes said the FIT branch

new and rewritten fliers, so only 
about 200 are being handed out today 
at Lompoc markets.

Lots of tall street trees recommended

stately commercial street trees, 
and that other downtown plantings 
be profuse.

At present, the city’s core is a

of effective one-stop, 
automobile-oriented establishments 
dominated by concrete and balanced 
against the man or woman on foot, 
the study indicates. 


This is an imbalance, the project 
holds, which must be corrected 
before the H and Ocean hub area can 
expect the currents of relaxing and 


shopping pedestrians and tourists 
that will reconvert it into a real area 
commercial focus and reverse its 
present slow decline. 
The report puts the rationale this 
way: 
“There is a tendency to eliminate 
plantings in favor of concrete, to cut 
down trees which ‘hide signs.’ But 
man is a product of nature. When he 
is forcea to live in a man-made 
Nixon officials knew of bugging? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A Republican member of the 
Senate’s Watergate investigating committee says he is 
sure some of President Nixon’s advisers knew of or 
condoned political espionage against the Democrats 
during last year’s presidential campaigns. 
Sen. Lowell P. Weicker Jr., R-Conn., was asked during 
a UPI interview Monday: “Do you think there are such 
persons, presidential advisers, who knew of or condoned 
the Watergate or other political espionage?” 


“Sure, sure,” he replied. “I am not referring to the 
President of the Unitea States, but those around him...” 
Weicker said he believed Nixon was guilty “of 
accepting wrong advice” from those around him in 
trying to cover up the scandal involving the bugging of 
Democratic National Committee headquarters at the 
Watergate apartment complex last June. 
In other developments: 


—Nixon, through a spokesman, expressed “absolute 
and total confidence” Monday in presidential counsel 
John W. Dean III. Watergate defendant James W. 
McCord, according to a story in the Los Angeles Times, 
has told Senate investigators that Dean and former 
White House aide Jeb Stuart Magruder knew in advance 
of the Watergate bugging. White House Press Secretary 
Ronald 
L. 
Ziegler 
said, 
following 
a 
telephone 
conversation between Nixon and Dean, that: “... based 
on that conversation, I will again flatly deny any prior 
knowledge on the part of Mr. Dean regarding the 
Watergate matter.” 
—The Washington Post reported today that its Senate 
sources confirmed that McCord, in meetings with the 
Senate’s special Watergate investigating committee, 
identified Dean and Magruder as having had prior 
knowledge of the bugging. Both Dean and Magruder have 
denied it.

— Average height of 25 to 45 feet 
with foliage beginning at six to 10 
feet. 
— A minimum temperature range 
of 20 to 25 degrees. 
— Wind resistance. 
— Reasonably rapid growth rate 
and a shape to conform to the 
overall design of the town. 
Recommended as an excellent 
area grower which would serve well 
as a dominant Lompoc commercial 
street tree is the Red Iron Bark 
Eucalyptus, the same Eucalyptus 
Sideroxylon now installed in front of 
City Hall and the La Purisima 
building and planned to front the 
Lompoc Record building. 
The 
dark-barked, 
w illow y 
Sideroxylon grows to an average 40 
feet as a street tree and is an 
evergreen.

Short day 


Criticism of the news media in its reporting of the actions 
of public officials seems to have become a standard for 
those in high office. 
The modern breed of politicians do not appear to 
subscribe to the philosophy of the late Harry S Truman 
who, as President, once observed, “ If you can’t stand the 
heat get out of the kitchen” . 
Those in public office enjoy a public trust. Their actions 
are accountable to the people. The public depends upon the 
diligence of newsmen to keep them informed. Those in the 
news media have an obligation to report accurately the 
actions of these officials. 
Recently Speaker Robert Moretti lashed out angrily at 
the newsmen. His unhappiness stemmed from the fact he 
had convened the Assembly very briefly on the day which 
had been declared a day of mourning for the late President 
Lyndon B. Johnson. Some newsmen, he said, inferred the 
only reason for the session was to assure the continued 
payment of the $30 a day living allowance the legislators 
have granted themselves. 
Under the rules this is collectable every day of the week, 
session or no session, providing the Legislature is not in 
recess more than three days. 
In the interest of accuracy reporter Leonard Kahn did an 
analysis of the Assembly sessions during 1972. 
His findings would seem to justify Moretti’s anger at the 
inference of the newsmen, if indeed there was such, that 
the brief session on Johnson’s funeral day was merely to 
collect the $30 expenses. 
Kahn found nothing unusual about the short session that 
day. His report showed that there were at least 25 days 
during the year when the Assembly convened for less than 
an hour. On occasion the session lasted only 22 minutes. 
Further, at least 44 days of the session the meetings were 
less than two hours. 
Out of the entire year he found only 25 days when the 
Assembly was in session for more than four hours. The 
average hours in actual session per month was less than 30. 
This divided into four days per week is less than P/2 hours 
per day. For, with few exceptions, it was common practice 
to convene the Assembly late Monday and adjourn early 
Thursday. 
Kahn was giving the Assemblyman the benefit of the 
doubt. For he calculated the overall time, not deducting 
time out for lunch or other recesses. Further he counted the 
time from the moment the Speaker convened the session 
and placed a quorum call on the house. As an actual matter 
it is sometimes 30 or 40 minutes after such a call that 
sufficient members are present to conduct business. 
Further, sometimes when the quorum call is lifted most of 
the members disappear but the session may not be declared 
adjourned until much later. 
In fairness it should be pointed out that all members 
serve on committees and many of these are meeting at 
times other than when the Assembly is in session. 
But not all members are working on committees at one 
time. And not all members attend committe meetings 
faithfully. A further fact is that normally Assembly 
Committees did not meet on Friday. 
So Moretti’s ire at the criticism of the brief Johnson day 
of mourning session is understandable. The suggestion that 
it was unusual was not correct. It goes on all the time. 
Californian’s should rejoice they now have professional 
legislators on the job. In the old days it was not uncommon 
for legislators to put in 12 to 16 hours a day, five to six days 
a week. 


Indians wound U.S. 
officer at roadblock 


PINE RIDGE, S.D. (U PI) — Indians opened fire on 
federal officers at a roadblock near Wounded Knee Monday 
night, injuring a U.S. marshal. The marshal was in serious 
condition today at a Denver. Colo., hospital. 
William Hall, deputy chief of U.S. marshals, said he and 
Assistant Attorney General Kent Frizzell were making an 
inspection trip to the roadblock with a “ VIP party” when 
supporters of the American Indian Movement (AIM), who 
seized Wounded Knee 28 days ago, opened fire. 
U.S. Marshal Lloyd Grimm, 50, Omaha, Neb., was shot in 
the chest. He fell on his back and was carried to safety by 
Hall and Frizzell, Hall said. 
Grimm was flown to Fitzsimons Army Medical Center in 
Denver, where he was listed in serious condition. 
Wayne Colburn, chief of U.S. marshals, told newsmen 
Monday night that the chief concern for Grimm was an 
“ element of paralysis” in Grimm’s lower left leg. Colburn 
said, however, that the paralysis may be caused by shock. 
AIM leaders approached the government Monday to 
request a meeting. Frizzell agreed to the meeting and a 
negotiating session was set for 2 p.m. MST today. The site 
of the meeting was not immediately determined, but 
Frizzell said he believed it would be held at a point between 
government roadblock No. 1 and Wounded Knee, about one 
mile inside the no-man’s land between the Indians 
occupying the hamlet and the government forces sealing if 
off from the outside world. 


Reported arms buildup 
said exaggerated 


LONDON (UPI) — Western diplomatic sources said 
today that investigations show a reported Soviet arms and 
troop buildup in the Far East is exaggerated. 
Unofficial reports earlier suggested a new Soviet 
military buildup had reached crisis levels on the border 
with China, especially along the sensitive Sinkiang border 
and in Mongolia. 
Nevertheless, Chinese sources say the Kremlin has 
progressively reinforced its troops and put in more up-to- 
date missiles. 
Latest reports suggested the Soviet Union sent “ a few 
more divisions” to the Chinese borders areas. They said the 
Soviet Union installed intercontinental ballistic missiles 
( ICBMs ) against China to bolster the mostly medium range 
rockets aimed at Chinese targets from bases along the 
border and in Mongolia.

Sisler. who was born March 
24. 1893. at Manchester, Ohio, 
was 
nicknamed 
“ Gorgeous 
George” 
because of his all- 
around abilities as a hitter and 
infielder 
He compiled a life­ 
time batting average of .340 
over 16 seasons, winning’ the 
Ameri can 
League 
batting 
championship twice with a .407 
in 1920 and .420 in 1922. 
He is survived by his wife, a 
daughter, three sons. 10 grand­ 
children 
and 
three 
g reat­ 
grandchildren. Two of his sons 
also played in the big leagues. 
Fate played a cruel trick 
following his 420 season when 
Sisler was stricken with the eve 
infection. He was out the entire 
1923 season but came back to 
play ball in the spring of 1924 
and also to manage the Browns.

A rookie is a rookie. 


says, “ Everyone here is try ­ 
ing to win a job and maybe 
the guy’s job I’m trying to 
take is yours. It’s very com­ 
petitive. A lot of guys are 
anxious. I’m one of them. 
The difference between the 
minor leagues and here is 
that 
back 
there 
everyone 
was sort of together, coming 


up. trying to get to the big 
leagues. It was more of a 
family feeling. But don’t get 
me wrong, the guys are very 
friendly here, too.” 
Theodore still isn’t sure 
what he is “ allowed.” For 
example, he does not walk 
over to a Tom Seaver and 
start conversation. (Seaver, 
in fact, introduced himself.) 
“ Even though 
guys today 
are more sophisticated than 
ever — w e’re not awed — it’s 


still not the thing to walk 
over to the veterans like 
that,” he said. 
Theodore 
is, 
perhaps, 
a 
new-wave rookie. He is a col­ 
lege graduate, with a bach­ 
elor’s degree in psychology 
from the University of Utah. 
He is 25 years old and knows 
that if he doesn’t catch on 
in the m ajor leagues within, 
say, two years, he will go on 
to something else — teaching 
or social welfare work — and 
harbor only a slight sadness 
at what might-have-been. 
Baseball is important to 
him right now, but it is not, 
as with so many of the hay­ 
seed rookies of tradition, the 
only thing. 
Yet he will take his bats 
back to his hotel room and 
“ bone” t h e m for h o u r s . 


“ Boning” is the hardening of 
the bat’s hitting surface by 
taking off the varnish with 
a knife and then rubbing a 


bone or Coke bottle over it. 
then adding linseed oil into 
the grain. 


And in his first game in

Met 
uniform, 
a 
spring 
training game against the 
Detroit Tigers, Theodore re ­ 
calls how his knees shook 
when he batted. He doesn’t 
rem em ber the pitcher, ex­ 
cept that it was a lefty (he 
bats right-handed) and the 
lefty was another young guy 
trying to make it. 


T h e o d o r e grounded out 
twice, both times “ making 
good contact.” The coaches 
saw it. The second grounder 
was right at the shortstop. 
“ That guy’s been standing 
there for 102 years,” said 
Pignatano, 
when Theodore 
r e t u r n e d 
to the bench. 
“ Learn to hit it someplace 
else.” The comment m ade 
Theodore 
feel 
warm , 
like 
someone was showing inter­ 
est in him. Rookies can get 
to feeling very lonely. 


Theodore says he is no 
cocky rookie. “ I don’t have 
anything to be cocky about. 
I had some good years in 
the minors. But w hat’s be­ 
hind doesn’t count.” He bat­ 
ted .296 and batted in 78 runs 
at Tidewater, the Mets AAA 
farm team last season. In 
1971 Theodore was named 
California League Player of 
the Year as he hit .333 with 
28 homers and 113 runs-bat- 
ted-in. 


“ He looks like anything but 
a gen-yoo-ine athlete,” said 
Pignatano. 


“ He looks like I c h a b o d 
Crane,” someone suggested. 


“Krane? No Krane is wid­ 
er, this guy’s built straight 
up.” 


"Not Ed Kranepool. lcha- 
bod Crane.” 
"Oh, Ichabod,” said Pig­ 
natano nodding. “ But Theo­ 
dore’s got a chance. He hus­ 
tles. He does everything with 
gusto — and not with disgust. 
He gives a 150 per cent. But 
it would be a sin to take him 
North with the club and sit 
him on the bench, what with 
all his ability as a hitter.

Hypocrisy 


In the past several weeks, we have seen 
what can only be described as the most 
blatant hypocrisy on the part of President 
Nixon. 
On the one hand, he has attacked our 
judicial system as being too lenient toward 
criminals. He has described our judges as 
being “softheaded' and more interested in 
the rights of the criminal than in those of 
the victim. 
On the other hand, we have a President 
who is doing everything in his power, and 
some things which aren’t, to subvert the 
investigations by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee into the confirmation of L. 
Patrick Gray as permanent head of the 
FBI. 
The 
crux 
of 
the 
c o m m itte e 
investigations is the FBI and Gray s 
handling 
of 
the 
Watergate 
bugging 
scandal. To anyone who follows the news, 
it 
is obvious the FBI conducted a 
superficial investigation, and, generally, 
has not performed in a manner one would 
ascribe to one of the best law enforcement

bodies in the world. 
There can be little question as to what 
Nixon is attempting to do. He knows top 
people in his administration, and quite 
probably his office, would be tied directly 
to the Watergate incident if any of his 
aides, past or present, were to testify, 
under oath, before the Senate committee. 
Some 
feel 
only 
Nixons 
aides 
are 
responsible 
for 
the 
administration’s 
involvement in Watergate. But in light of 
the absolute control and loyalty Nixon 
exerts 
on, 
and 
expects 
from 
his 
subordinates, is it logical to believe the 
President did not personally approve of 
the bugging? We think not. Therefore, the 
President can only be trying to save his 
own “good name” by refusing to allow his 
aides 
to 
testify, 
claiming 
executive 
privilege. 


In the final analysis, then, shouldn’t 
President Nixon be more cognizant of his 
own glass house when he begins throwing 
stones? 


FBI impasse 


It should be remarked, in defense 
of Patrick Gray, that he did not 
behave 
like 
J. 
Edgar 
Hoover 
primarily because he isn’t J. Edgar 
Hoover. If Richard Nixon were to 
call a presidential press conference 
and deliver it in the style of 
President Charles de Gaulle, the 
spectacular could be shown whole 
on Laugh-In. De Gaulle’s imperious 
mode is not suited to Nixon, and 
Hoover’s blustery integrity is not 
suited to a much younger man who 
has not exercised authority over the 
course of a lifetime, as Hoover did. 
Hoover was trained to do his job and 
maintain discipline in the middle of 
the largest political brothel in the 
world. It is not quite fair to expect 
that 
his 
successor 
could 
be 
eunuchized overnight. 
T h e r e 
is 
no • 
question about the 
maladroitness of his 
performance. 
— As 
r e g a r d s 
Cleveland, he now 
admits that he went 
out there to speak at 
the behest of the 
White House, which 
lured 
him 
there 
with talk 
about the critical Ohio electoral 
vote. 
—The conduct of the Watergate 
investigation is of course at the 
center of the Senate committee’s 
concern. There is no doubt that Gray 


ordered a massive investigation into 
Watergate, and indeed as a result of 
it, seven persons have been found 
guilty and await sentencing. 


But there was the matter of John 
Dean, the president’s counsel. He 
was permitted to sit in during the 
questioning of all of the truly 
interesting people; by “interesting” 
we mean, of course, those whose 


ties to the White House were the 
most direct. Mr. Gray excuses this 
procedure on grounds not altogether 
disingenuous. He told the committee 
that in fact the head of the FBI must 
proceed on the assumption that the 
people he is working for are 
blameless. 


As a practical matter, he is 
saying, you can’t ask the head of the 
FBI to develop the case against the 
Attorney 
General 
without 
the 
Attorney General knowing what’s 
going on, and as much applies to the 
President. If the President decides, 
as Nixon did in the Watergate case, 
to commission an investigation of 
his own, and his deputy asks the FBI 
to make it a common effort, the 
Grays 
of 
this 
world 
simply 
acquiesce. The Hoovers probably 
would not. 


But it is by no means certain that 
the Hoover of 1924 would not have 


treated 
Calvin 
Coolidge 
as 
deferentially 
as 
Gray 
treated 
Richard Nixon. It takes a lot of 
growing up in one’s job, and the 
acquisition of a public constituency, 
before 
a 
subordinate 
in 
the 
prosecutor’s office can be expected 
to treat the President of the United 
States like a suspect (“I want you to 
know, Mr. President, that anything 
you say here may be used against 
you....” ) It is, let us face it, unreal. 


The Democrats, it appears in 
retrospect, are clearly vindicated in 
their suggestion that an outside 
investigator be brought in to look 
into the Watergate operation. A 
study of the behavior of Patrick 
Gray reveals very little in the way 
of a flaw in his own character; and 
yet he did in fact behave in such a 
way as helped to protect White 
House insiders if indeed there were 
any beyond those already identified 
as being implicated in Watergate. 


Surely there is a solution available 
to the Democratic leadership of the 
Judiciary Committee that is stalled 
on the question of naming Patrick 
Gray as permanent head of the FBI. 
Richard Nixon, in refusing to permit 
Mr. Dean to testify, argues lofty

points involving the separation of 
powers. He tells us he is eager for a 
court test, so confident is he of 
winning it. Senator Ervin of the 
Committee, a more disinterested 
exegete of the Constitution than the 
President, is equally confident that 
the courts would not protect John 
Dean. In any event months would go 
by before a verdict was given down. 
The moment has come for the 
Democrats to renew their call for an 
independent investigation. Let them 
say to Nixon: Look, if you will 
consent 
to an 
investigation of 
Watergate conducted by a man of 
unquestioned integrity, and if that 
investigation reveals that no one 
who hasn’t already been indicted 
ought to be indicted, then we will 
accept the presumption of the 
thoroughness of the investigation of 
Patrick Gray, and confirm him as 
head of the FBI. But a refusal to 
authorize such an investigation is 
presumptive grounds for supposing 
that you have in fact used Gray to 
conceal that which diligent and 
disinterested investigators would 
have uncovered. 
It seems a fair enough deal, and 
has the virtue of leaving the 
Constitution out of it.

Legislation to this effect has been 
introduced by Assemblyman Julian 
Dixon from the L.A. area. He says 
that the state would save a large 
part of the $5 million it now spends 
to clean up our beaches, parks and 
roadsides.

The big fight against such a 
law will come from the suppliers 
who don’t want to go back to 
cleaning bottles and the dealers who 
don’t want to be bothered collecting 
them! They used to do it with no 
complaints. And no liquor dealer is 
so busy that he doesn’t have the 


time. All that is needed to solve this 
problem is the desire to do it. 
Supporting this law by writing our 
legislators (see addresses at bottom 
of Editorial page, usually) would be 
an excellent project for the Sierra 
Club and other environmentally 
oriented groups all over the state to 
really push. The youth groups like 
the Scouts and Camp Fire Girls used 
to have bottle collecting drives to 
finance all kinds of activities for 
themselves. If money is involved, 
I’ll bet people would hang on to 
those cans and bottles! 


I see in the “urban press” that the 
Texas Senate has voted unanimously 
to make the late Pres. Johnson’s 
birthday a state holiday. That 
sounds simple enough. But there 
were a few hassles about taking 
Jefferson Davis' birthday off the 
list, which would be necessary to do. 
The Senator from Dallas though he 
was a pretty good guy. It was 
pointed out, however, that in the 
first place he wasn’t a Texan, 
secondly, in the Civil War the 
Confederacy, of which he was 
President, got beat, therefore he 
wasn’t much of a leader anyway. I 
guess poor old Jeff got dumped. 
The point of this story is that this 
seemingly simple business will cost 
the taxpayers of Texas about $4 
million. I have always been told that 
Texans think big but this is just 
unbelievable. Is it worth it?

Run that by again 


The irony of it all. Today’s school 
board agenda is almost an inch thick 
and weighs about a pound if my 
calculations are correct. If I were to 
call

manager, or Mel Wilde, assistant 
superintendent, or any of a number 
of others I’d get courteous answers, 
or an effort to find answers if none 
were readily available. If any of 
those I mention were not available 
at a telephone, I could expect that 
within a reasonable period I’d get a 
call back.

be 
hundreds of times 
now I’ve left word 
that I have only a 
limited number of 
m i n u t e s 
for 
information to be 
used 
in 
an 
important 
story, 
and some of those 
s a m e 
off i ci al s 
somehow came up 
wi t h 
c r u c i a l 
information. 
Despite all this there are charges 
that the school board has withheld 
information from the public, that 
the school board 
has rebuffed 
sincere requests for information; 
and charges that the school board 
has not listened as attentively or as 
sympathetically as it might to 
queries from the public. 
There have also been charges that 
the trustees have 
their minds 
already made up before a board 
meeting 
and 
that 
the 
public 
discussion or the debate is mere 
window dressing. 
I wouldn’t presume to speculate 
how true all of this is, but some of it 
is 
most 
certainly 
true. 
There 
is the possibility it seems to me that 
one of the causes may be a 
misinterpretation of timing as it 
affects when the trustees are willing 
to discuss an issue or to reveal facts 
and figures. 
Instead of timing, read, time lag 
and you get into an area that is 
clearly delineated among those 
practices prohibited by law. In other 


words, the trustees have no power to 
decide what the public may know — 
that would be agreed to by most 
everyone — or tne time frame in 
which the public can gain access to 
information. Likewise the debate, 
the honest and sometimes bruising 
debate on an issue is the lifeblood of 
an informed public. 


To delay giving out information is 
equivalent to impeding the flow of 
information. There is also the factor 
of 
complexity 
of 
educational 
procedures ana laws. Take Public 
Law 874 for example. Few people 
understand its ramifications, and as 
recent as a couple of years ago, few 
persons outside the top echelons of 
educators even recognized the tern, 
P.L. 874. To know about the law on 
the other hand is one thing, to 
understand the flux and flow of fund 


amounts as they are affected by 
formulas, is quite another. 


Terms like, average class size, 
average daily attendance, basic aid 
are complex and more often than 
not, dry stuff, in their substance and 
ramifications. 
So 
we 
have 
a 
sometimes 
frustrated public, 
an embattled 
school board, a superintendent who 
has been quoted as saying he plans 
to retire in about two years, and 
parents and students who have such 
a fundamental and monumental 
stake 
in 
the 
function 
of 
our 
educational program. 
There are also teachers who must 
meet changing demands, who must 
satisfy the prevailing winds of 
opinion, and who must at times feel 
they are getting the short end of 
things.
